Dublin. April 13.—The peace con 


ference summoned by Lord Mayor 
O'Neill of Dublin began its sessions 
in the mansion house here at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. The proceed- 
ings were private. All the leaders of 
the opposing factions the mayor had 
invited in an effort to bring about 
unity, or an understanding to pre- 
vent further disorders, were present. 


An agreement whereby the Irish 


people at a free election can decide 
the dispute between the free staters 
and Republicans was hoped for. It 
was recognized that the issue be- 
tween the two parties was too sharp- 
ly drawn to admit of a political ac- 
commodation, 
but efforts will be 
made to reach such an understanding 
as will discourage further disorders 
throughout the country. 
Those invited to the conference 


are: Arthur Griffith and Michael Col- 
lins for the provisional free state 
government; Eambn De Valera and 
Charles Burgess for the Republic- 
ans; Arch Bishop Byrne of Dublin 
and Stephen O'ilara, Lord Mayor of 
Limerick. 
Lord Mayor O'Neill of 


Dublin, who called the meeting was 
expected to act as chairiman. 
Mr. De Valera has opposed an elec- 


tion on the existing register, which 
he contends would exclude 
many 
young men and women who have 
reached voting age since it was com- 
piled, and Mr. 
Griffith 
has been 
against a new register on the ground 
that its preparation would delay the 
elections, which he had planned for 
June. 
Those seeking to bring about an 
adjustment believe an agreement can 
be reached whereby the

could be held in August under a new 
register, and thus avoid any inter- 
ference at the polls by the dissident 
section of the Irish Republican army

(By NEA)—In the same court house 
where John Brown, the abolitionist, 
more than 50 years ago was sent- 
enced to death for treason, several 
hundred miners will go to trial start- 
ing April 24 on 
charges 
ranging 


from misdemeanors t6 murder and 
treason. 


These defendants are alleged to be 


members of the miners' army which 
marched on Mingo and Logan coun- 
ties last 
August 
and 
engaged in 


pitched battles with state troops. 
Heading the 
long list are C. F. 


Keeney, president of District 17 of 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca; Fred Mooney. A. C. Porter, Wil- 
liam Blizzard, Isaac Scott, Lawrence 
Dwyer and Frank V. Snyder, editor 
of a labor paper. 
The miners' "insurrection" was 


the outgrowth of a protest meeting 
agains 
alleged 
conditions in the 
mine fields. Mob psychology got in- 
to action and miners began assemb- 
ling at Marmet. W. Va. Leaders an- 
nounced they would move on the 
Logan county coal fields, carrying 
the banner of unionism. 
This move was abandoned when a 


war department official held a con- 
ference with Frank Keeney official j 
of the 
United 
Mine Workers of 
America, and Keeney 
ordered 
the 


men to disband. 
Later, however, miners heard that 


Captain J. R. Brockus of the state 
constabulary had made a raid and 
disarmed some miners at Sharpies,

resume operations on the old wage 
scale pending negotiations to be be 
gun immediately whereby the unions 
and contractors may reach an early 
agreement on wages to be effective 
for the remainder of the year and 
appointment of a public committee 
by the, employers to work out a plan 
whereby future strikes and lockouts 
in the Building Trades will be pre- 
vented. 
"We have been waiting for the 


contractors to take this step for a 
long time," Charles Smith, business 
representative of the Building Trades 
council, declared today. "I am sure 
every union official will co-operate 
with the employers in their efforts 
to reach a satisfactory 
agreement 


and iilso in drawing up a contract 
that will prevent strikes in the fu- 
ture." 
The tieup on March 1 followed an- 


nouncement by the employers of a 
wage cut ranging from 13 to 36 per 
cent which the workers refused to 
accept.

Territory's Resources 
Form Nation's Greatest 
Undeveloped Asset. 


(W W. B. GREELEY) 


Chief. U. S. Forest Service. 


Two things about Alaska should 


be clearly understood; that her re- 
sources form one of the greatest un- 
developed assets of the United States; 
and that 98 per 
cent of those 
re- 
sources are publicly owned. On both 
counts the development of Alaska 
s a. matter of public concern and, 
n no small measure, of public re- 
sponsibility. 
The 
"problem" of 
Alaska is how to apply common 
sense and efficiency to public busi- 
ness. 
The groundwork for the develop- 


ment of Alaska has been laid, rex- 
sting laws provide for the millzntion 
of her timber, her fisheries, her ag- 


ricultural lands, her metals, her coal 
and oil deposits, and her waterpow-1 
ers. 
Additional legislation on cer- 


tain resources is needed, particularly 
to encourage the fur and reindeer in- 
dustries, to perpetuate the supply 
of valuable fish products, and to pro- 
tect the 
interior 
forests. Certain 


wrinkles of obsolete or inadequate 
laws need ironing out. 


But we lack a unified policy for 


Alaska as a whole. "There is a gov- 


I ernment of 
the 
forests, a govern- 


ment of the fisheries, 
one of 
the 


reindeer and natives, another of the 
cables and telegraphs," said Secre- 
tary Lane. 
Something is needed to 


bring these things together, to cor- 
relate 
the 
handling of 
different 


groups of resources. 


At the same time, Alaska is part 


of the United States. 
Alaska is a 


future state in her own right. Alas- 
ka contains 6 per cent of our na- 
tional timber supply. Her enormous 
food resources and her power and 
miner resources are part, an import- 
ant part, of our national equipment. 
These several resources ought to be 
developed in accord 
with 
national 


alms and policies. 


Here then is the nub of the prob- 


lem, 
to handle public business in 


Alaska with efficiency 
and 
team- 


work, without 
cutting 
Alaska off 


from our national scheme of thing*. 


lEWSPAPERI 


Two simple 
business 
principles 


will do it. 
In the first place, let 


each federal bureau or department 
place its business in Alaska under a 
resident officer 
with 
authority to 


act on the ground and with large 
discretion in applying federal laws 
to Alaska conditions. 


Let only transactions of special 


importance, large questions of poli- 
cy, and appeals from local decisions 
come to Washington. In other words, 
cut out long range 
administration 
and red tape. 


In the second place, provide for 


constant and direct contact betyeen 
the different federal agencies by es- 
tablishing an Alaskan cabinet. Put 
in it the governor of the territory, 
the officer responsible for each ma- 
jor division of national business, and 
one or two representative citizens. 


Make it the duty of the cabinet 


to correlate the different federal ac- 
tivities, to straighten out conflict! 
or overlaps, and to collaborate in de- 
veloping the best means for all-round 
development of Alaska. Many every- 
day questions 
in handling public 


business could be settled directly by 
the cabinet. 


We should not risk a breakdown 


in Alaska of 
fundamental 
policies 
whif^.he United States In-.t MBfKm* 
for tiie conservation of national re- 
sources.

ADVISE SPRAYING FOR 
SCAB; "NOW OR NEVER" 


Field men in horticulture of the 
agricultural 
extension 
serx'ice ob- 
serve that the warm, moist weather 
of the past few days has been fav- 
orable to the development of apple 
scab, and that there is a heavy in- 
fection of this disease, especially in 
southern Ohio. 
They urge application of the "pre- 


blossom" spray as the best, and 
practically the last, chance to head 
off this epidemic. Of all orchard dis- 
eases scab is said to cause 
Ohio 


growers the greatest direct loss. 
"This loss must be headed off now 
or never," says E. E. Clayton, ex- 
tension specialist in plant diseases, 
who issues the statement. 
"Scab 


infection takes 
place 
between the 


times that the buds open and the 
petals fall. Infection occurs during 
and following rains and even a small 
shower supplies plenty of moisture 
to bring it about. 
"Application of bordeaux mixture, 


4-6-50, or Of lime sulfur, 1 to 30, will 
prevent this infection, and will prac- 
tically control the scab for the sea- 
son. There are no later sprays that 
will take the place of this pre-blos- 
som application." 
It is added that proper pre-blossom 


spraying gives opportunity also to 
wipe out blotch and black rot, both 
of which troubles, like the scab, took 
firm foothold last 
year when a 
greatly reduced fruit crop discour- 
aged spraying throughout Ohio.

Boil until the syrup forms a soft

The ball must be just firm enough 
to hold its shape.

When the 
syrup rises to the top of the pan 
lift the pan from thff fire. 
Do not 


stir.
